that Byrd was ever at Durham. At 
the age of about twenty he became 
organist at the Cathedral of Linooln. 
his probable birthplace. The only 
circumstance that might possibly 
locate hla Immediate ancestors some¬ 
where near Durham ia that one 
Henry Byrd, formerly Mayor of New¬ 
castle, was burled at Lincoln, and 
may have been a relative of hla In 
any case, even If he had been in somo 
way connected with Durham, he could 
not have written the Service at such 
an early age. The maturity of its 
style points definitely to a period 
later than that of hts call to London 
as Gentleman of the Chapel Royal 
under Queen Elisabeth, which he re¬ 
ceived in hts early thirties. The 
probability it that the work was com¬ 
missioned by Durham for somo 
special occasion at a time when Byrd 
had reached the height of his fame. 
The episcopate of Durham waa for 
centuries not a purely ecclesiastical 
office; the Bishop also was invested 
with the rank of Count Palatine, 
holding his own court of law ana 
swaying his diocese with almost un¬ 
limited authority. It la easily im¬ 
agined that the consecration of such 
u dignitary must have been an event 
of no mean Importance, and It la per¬ 
haps not too fanciful to infer that the 
great composer may have been ap¬ 
proached to write & special Service 
on an exceptionally large scale ex¬ 
clusively for a function of this kind. 

If the occasion for which the “Great 
Service’* was composed ia a contro¬ 
vertible point, there can be no pos¬ 
sible doubt that It, was written to 
order. Byrd was a devout ad here m 
of the Roman Church, and if ever he 
wrote any church music spontane¬ 
ously th« three masses and the 
"Gradualia” belong to that category, 
but certainly not a service for the 
Anglican Church. What he did for 
the music of the Chapel Royal was 
due less to the promptings of genuls 
than to a sense of duty, not unmixed, 
perhaps, with a certain amount of 
casuistry. 

Whatever twinges of conscience he 
may have felt, honor and interest 
alike compelled him to-keep faith 
'with a Protestant sovereign who was 
content to Ignore his illicit faith for 
the sake of retaining him in her ser 
vice. Elisabeth had too little true 
religious conviction and too much 
common sense, broad humanity and 
feeling for great art, to be fanatical 
in her personal attitude toward a 
Catholic musician whom she valued.

Although obliged for reasons of stats 
to quell the Catholic revival tha*. 
sprang up during her reign, ahe con¬ 
tented herself with a comparatively 
mild and purely offical persecution 
of the"priesthood and left tha laity 
alone eo far as she could.

No city 
anywhere enjoys so much in 
comparison with what it spends.

The 
golden creat of Beacon Hill has 
Inspired the artist, bus won a re¬ 
membrance for the traveler which 
lingers with him through track¬ 
less ticeans. and across the con¬ 
tinents. 

USING REVERTED LANDS 

And now by the latest turn of 
fortune’s wheel, many desirable 
properties have reverted to the 
city. The opportunity has not 
been lost to set aside lands 
suitable for park purposes in 
many sections of the city where 
such facilities—particularly for 
playground purposes were lack¬ 
ing These lots provide Just 
what is needed for vivacious 
youth. A list of them shows a 
wise Judgment, the value of which 
many not be properly appreciated 
In this generation, but which 
those who come after will ap¬ 
preciate as fully as dose this 
generation the sagacity of its 
predecessors in safeguarding 
those reserves they provided for 
un expanding community. 

Woodland and seascape, field 
and flowers, all may be found 
for the lover of nature, who ad¬ 
mires the city's open spaces. No 
one who wishes to study the 
simple facts of nature, applying 
the moat elementary dogmas of 
scientific teaching, need waadar 


offer time alone can tell, suffice 
at present to say that they afford 
studies of nature challenging 
competition with the most fas¬ 
cinating preserves of the Paci¬ 
fic seaboard. 

These properties which lie 
around Victoria are after all only 
at the beginning of their de¬ 
velopment. Posterity will e'ftler 
more fully into appreciation of 
their beauties than can this 
generation. A world which has 
taken to self-propelled vehicles 
must be moving, snd eaclj Hum¬ 
mer wlil see the places more ex¬ 
tensively visited, rendering it 
easier to secure funds for the 
purposes of park development 

Those who follow ln-ihe foot¬ 
steps of Gilbert White and Rich-, 
ard Jeffries, and all the, host of 
those who before and after these 
illustrious names have learned to 
love the manifestations of naturs 
In her myriad moods will trust 
that the development may be 
done with due regard to preserv¬ 
ing the natural assets of the pro¬ 
perties wlthli\ their control

The Introduction >t 
new power looms in the spinning and 
weaving trades bore heavily on thou¬ 
sands of families in England and 
Scotland. ‘The poor handloom 
weavers," says Mr*.

HISTORY IN TREES 

The historians of to-day seek theJr 
material fur the reconstruction of 
the past In ever stranger places. For 
many years past the buried cities of 
the ancient East have been made to 
yield their tr e asu r es - Tutankhamen's 
tomb is the lineal descendant of 
Nineveh as La yard opened It to a 
wondering world. The caves of Nor¬ 
thern Europe and th% lakes of 
HwUser-land h a ve been mhde to tsil 
the story of pre-historic man as he 
progressed from rudely chipped 
flints to elaborate bronse. and from 
rock shelters to pile dwellings. And 
now. not the history of man's doings 
and life, but the record of his climate, 
his rainfall and hi* drought. Is being 
studied from the pages of the foreac 
patriarchs. Everyone knows that the 
age of a tree is told by the rings 
which mark it* annual growth. In 
the Spring and early Summer the 
tree adds to Its diameter by th«> 
growth of new cellular tissue be¬ 
tween the wood and the bast, but 
with later Summer the growto 
diminishes, the cells become smaller 
and more crowded together, and the 
next season's ting begins from.* a 
clearly marked division. An Amer¬ 
ican professor. Dr. A. F. Douglass of 
th% University of Arisons. has been 
studying the trees of the Southwest, 
and from their annual rings has com¬ 
plied Valuable information about tho 
weather conditions of bygone years.

THE CORALLINES 

Washed up on the beach and grow¬ 
ing abundantly in tbe rock pools near 
low tide mark, the Corallines are 
always attractive objects, curious in 
form and. to the uninitiated, doubt* 
ful In nature. Ae their name sug¬ 
gests, they are coral-llke In appear¬ 
ance and to the touch, covered as 
they are with stony armor. It Is 
difficult indeed to realise that the 
pinky-gray branches are not related 
to ths coral animals’ buildings. If 
however you break the bra pc h at 
one of Its numerous Joints you will 
find Inside the plant stem or frond, 
running through all the joints as tbe 
thread of a necklace passes through 
Its beads. Tbe extraordinary thing 
is that this seaweed Is able to ex¬ 
tract from the wave* a sufficiency 
of lime to build up this hard pro¬ 
tective casing. 1 say* '‘protective,** 
for It ia hard to say what other pur¬ 
pose but that of protection la served 
by it. In our common species each 
Joint in the lower parts of tbe frond 
Is generally broadly wedge-shaped

Growing on rocks and barnacles 
well up above the lowest tide mars 
may be found a very strange plant, 
a seaweed covered with thorns, the 1 
larger ones plainly visible to the 
naked eye. the smaller and ipore 
numerous microscopic. It has no 
English name, a lack participated In 
by a very large number. Indeed the 
majority, of our seaweeds; but Its 
scientific name Is Kndocladla murl- 
cata. that is If it has not be en 
changed of late. As a scientific 
friend once aptly said. ‘ You can’t 
be sure of a name unless you have 
seen last night's paper." Endocladla 
refers to the Internal structure and 
means "Within** or "Inner branchlets.'*

You will find 
a focusing adjustment at the back of the bulb which enables it to 
be moved in or out until you have a concentrated centre of light on 
wall of about 2 feet that is free from dark spots Or rings. If you 
focus the lamps so that the circle of light thrown on the wall is more 
than 2 \i feet, it will not throw the beam far enough ahead. 

The next operation is to test to lee if the lamps are glaring. To 
do this, close the lamp doors and if (he adjustment is correct the two 
circles of light will merge together in an oval shape and will jnat 
touch the horixontal line. If the light combs above the horizontal 
line, the lights will glare. 

Some tamps are provided with an adjustment that alldwa the lamps 
to be tilted up or down, but if you have no adjustment of this kind 
then the lamp brackets will have to b* bent until the beam is at the 
correct levcL , 

A final teat is to sit in the drivers seat then here someone stand 
against the wall.
